(OU will have a great deal of writing to do im your school work, and much more when : you : : 
leave school. So it is important that you write a good hand. You should help yourself, | 


and not leave everything to the teacher. Pay attention to the directions of the teacher, so | 
that you can practice in the right way, for: if you hold your pen or sit In @ wrong way, it will be © 
much harder for you to learn to write well, rapidly. Good writing is easy to learn if you make © 


the right start and stick to it; but if you allow yourself to hold the pen incorrectly, or write with 
the fingers instead of the muscles of the arm, you may never. be able to write well. In all your writing — 
do your best. In your writing class, or in your other classes, or in writing letters, follow the instruc- _ 
tions for positions of body and hand, paper and pen; and never allow yourself to write with the slow 
finger movement. You will thus get more quickly into the muscular writing habit, and your progress.

Study the letter forms, and strive to make each stroke correctly. 


Your paper, pencil, pen and ink should be of good quality. To keep out dust, see that your | 


ink well is closed when not in use. Do not dip the pen too deep into the ink. Use a good pen-wiper 
after each lesson.
